ORIGIN   OF  THE  CHURCH. 


From  the  records  wc  learn  that  "  This  Church  was  gathered  on 
the  23d  day  of  September,  1713,  by  ye  elders  and  messengers  oi 
live  churches,  viz  :  of  Cambridge,  Lynn,  Marblehead,  Ucverly  and 
fealem  Village.;'  This  part  of  the  old  town  of  Danvers  was  then  a 
part  of  Salem,  and  the  Church  was  known  as  the  Third  Church  in 
Salem,  until  the  year  1757.  It  is  now  known  as  the  "  South 
Church  in  South  Danvers,''  being  the  First  Congregational 
Church.

OFFICERS. 

'She  following  Officers  shall  b  e  chosen  annually  by  ballot  : 

1.  A  Clerk,  who  shall  keep  the  records  of  the  church. 

2.  A  Treasurer,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  funds  belonging 
to  the  church,  and  make  a  report  respecting  the  same  at  the  annual 
meeting. 

3.  An  Examining  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine 
all  applicants  for  admission  to  the  church. 

4.  A  Superintendent  of  the  Sabbath  School. 


STANDING  RULES. 

1.  All  meetings  for  business  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  The  annual  meeting  for  the  choice  of  officers,  shall  be  held 
on  the  first  Monday  in  April. 

3.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  for  the  transaction  of  business  on 
the  first  Monday  of  October. 

4.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  Church  for  devotional  pur- 
poses on  one  evening  of  each  week. 

5.  The  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper  shall  take  place  on  the 
first  Sabbath  in  January,  March,  May,  July,  September  and  Novem- 
ber, unless  otherwise  decided  at  the  annual  meeting. 

6.  Admissions  to  the  Church  shall  be  made  at  the  close  of  the 
Sermon,  previous  to  the  communion  ;  those  by  profession  to  be  re- 
ceived in  presence  of  the  Congregation. 

7.  Candidates  for  admission  shall  be  propounded  to  the  Church 
and  Congregation,  at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  admission.

BY-LAWS. 

1.  Persuns  applying  by  letter  for  admission  to  this  church,  are 
subject  to  examination  in  regard  to  their  religious  experience  by 
the  Examining  Committe 

2.  Members  of  other  evangelical  churches  having  resided  in  this 
community  for  one  year,  with  the  pros]  ect  of  continuous  residence, 
must  become  members  of  this  particular  church,  in  order  to  the 
privileges  of  Communion. 

3.  Members  of  this  church,  absent  from  the  place  for  one  year, 
and  with  the  prospect  of  continuous  absence,  are  required  to  take 
a  letter  of  dismission  to  some  sister  church. 

4.  The  use  of  ardent  spirits  except  as  a  medicine  ;  dancing  at 
balls  or  public  assemblies  ;  attendance  at  theatres  ;  habitual  attend- 
ance at  churches  not  evangelical ;  all  labor  on  the  Sabbath  except 
in  cases  of  necessity  or  mercy,  ore  considered  disciplinable  offences.

Beloved  Friends:  — 

You  have  presented  yourselves  before  God,  and 
his  people,  and  the  world,  to  make  a  solemn  profession  of  your 
religious  faith,  and  to  take  upon  you  the  solemn  bonds  of  the 
everlasting  covenant.  We  trust  you  have  well  considered  the 
nature  of  this  transaction,  the  most  solemn  and  momentous  in 
which  a  mortal  can  ever  engage, — and  that  you  are  prepared  by 
divine  grace  to  give  yourselves  away,  a  living  sacriliee,  holy,  and 
acceptable  to  Cod  through  Jesus  Christ.  Having  examined  and 
assented  to  the  Articles  of  Faith  adopted  by  this  church,  you  will 
now  profess  the  same  before  theso  witnesses. 
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Articles  of  Faith. 

You  believe  in  one  Supreme  God,  the  Father,  the  Son  and  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

Yon  believe  that  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Tcs ta- 
ment  are  an  inspired  revelation  from  God,  arid  arc  the  sufficient  and 
only  rule  of  faith  and  practice. 

You  believe  that  our  first  parent  was  created  holy,  but  by  trans- 
gression fell  and  lost  the  favor  of  God  :  that  in  consequence  of  his 
apostacy,  all  his  descendants,  although  not  chargeable  with  his  sin, 
become  entirely  sinful  and  depraved  by  voluntary  disobedience  to 
the  law  of  God,  and  that  as  such  they  need  the  washing  of  regen- 
eration and  the  renewing  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

You  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  died  to  make  atonement  for  sin, 
and  that  through  him  God  is  glorious  in  extending  pardon  and 
salvation  to  all  who  truly  repent  and  believe. 

You  believe  that  God  moved  by  a  regard  to  his  own  glory  did* 
from  eternity,  give  to  his  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  a  people,  who  through 
eanctification  of  the  Spirit  and  belief  of  the  truth  should  be  saved, 
and  that  in  his  providence  he  causes  all  tilings  to  work  together 
for  their  good. 

You  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  a  general  judgment, 
and  an  eternal  state  of  future  rewards  and  punishments. 

You  believe  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  to  be  sacred  ordi- 
nances of  Christ's  kingdom, — the  latter  designed  for  believers,  and 
the  former  for  believers  and  their  children.

Sensible  of  your  sins  and  earnestly  desirous  of  pardon  and  salva- 
tion you  fly  to  him  with  penitence  and  sincere  grief,  relying  <  nly 
on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  for  acceptance  and  upon  the  Holy  <  \h  >st 
for  sanctification.  Depending  on  divine  grace  fur  assistance,  vou 
solemnly  engage  to  glorify  God,  by  a  faithful  discharge  of  all 
Christian  duties,  and  a  diligent  observance  of  his  holy  command- 
ments and  ordinances.  You  particularly  promise  to  walk  with  this 
Church  as  becometh  the  gospel  of  Christ,- — attending  its  commu- 
nion, submitting  to  its  order  and  discipline,  and  affectionat  iy 
watching  over  its  members,  reproving,  admonishing  and  warning, — 
willing  to  be  reproved,  admonished  and  warned  — agreeably  to  the 
rule3  of  Christ's  kingdom. 

You  engage,  conscientiously,  to  attend  to  all  the  duties  of  public, 
social  and  private  devotion,  and  as  far  as  possible  to  preserve  in  all 
things  a  conscience  void  of  offence,  towards  Cod  and  towards  man. 

Do  you  thus  promise  and  engage? 

(You  are  then  members  in  full  standing  of  Christ's  visible 
kingdom,  and  are  entitled  to  all  its  privileges  and  blessings.
